Clay Oshiro-Leavitt, a senior trumpeter, uses the plunger mute during a Jazz 
Ensemble rehearsal. “Plunger playing adds a whole new element to the 
trumpet that you can use. It allows you to change the pitch, volume, and 
sound with ease,” he said. Oshiro-Leavitt and other trumpet players often 
used the mute to add certain types of effects to the music. For Oshiro-Leavitt, 
‘It's one more thing that you have to consider when soloing, and is not 
something that is easy to teach. You really just need to experiment with to 


find out how to make it work. It takes a different mindset when playing as & 


well. You lose the effect of the mute if you just play complex lines. It really 
shines when you focus more on motifs in your solo. When you listen to the 
greats, like Clark Terry or Cootie Williams, they have such mastery over the 


mute that it just blends into their playing. They can make their trumpets “cry” i - 


or “talk” or “wail” with the plunger. It also really messes with the slotting of 
the instrument. Notes are no longer where you think they are. Due to the 
physics of the instrument, it actually compresses the higher overtones. That 
makes it easier to play higher, but the target for each note is smaller, making 
accuracy difficult.”

The Revolution is the 2016-2017 Lexington High School Yearbook of Lexington, Massachusetts. It is the school's $2nd volume and 13th full-color book. The book 
contains 216 pages of of vivid color photography to document the minutes in the halls of our hallowed school: a 28-page supplement of spring events will follow. Our 
thematic perspective this year endeavored to show the lofty heights to which our students and school aspire. This book was published by Herff Janes Yearbooks in 
Kansas City, MO, with the support of representatives Susan Happel and Missy Miller and their in-plant support team, too. 


The Revolution was produced using the web application, eDesign, a Herff Jones proprietary software. The cover was created in collaboration with graphic designer Ashley 
Joiner at a Herff Jones sponsored cover clinic in the spring of 2016. The cover is a special fusion printing process that applies a rich four color printing on a traditional 
matte background material. The endsheets are a Pantone silver spot blend paper to complement the structural graphics of the cover design. 


We used the font family of AHJ Plaza throughout the book for our headline treatments, All articles, captions, and mods are from the family of AHJ Craft Gothic, with Light 
Condensed being the most heavily used derivative. The color palette was composed of a variety of Pantone trend colors pulled from fashion trends of 2016. We built 
vertical gradients of all colors to use graphically throughout the book to help convey the idea of building height, an additional nod to our theme. 


Professional portraits, sports photos, activities photos and school function photos were provided by SmilePro Studios of Bedford, MA. The majority of candid photos were 
taken by staff members using The Revolution's Canon EOS Rebel 12i and other digital cameras belonging to various staff members and the school library. All copy for 
The Revolution was written by an editor or a staff member.
